Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant discussed the general functional aspects of the invention. 
In one embodiment the invention functions through the tracking of user actions within a corporate or third party web 
site. Upon initiation of a help request by the user the system sends the current navigation location to the help system, 
which is generally separate from the third party web site. In this manner the system is capable of providing help 
without alteration to the actual third party web site. The examiner has stated that applicant needs to further define, in 
the claims, how the method and system actually determine the location of the user. The functionality of the system is 
different from the Richard et al system, which is an embedded hook-point help system. These amendments will 
overcome the current rejections based on Richard et al. These amendments are not deemed to necessarily place the 
application in condition for allowance as further search and consideration is required. . 
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
